BAHAMAS; "Perhaps I can shed a little 
light on Alan Merriman’s question about 
2NS. Several (maybe as long as 10) 
years ago ZNS-1 dropped their 10 kW ND 
d/n pattern in favor of a ‘shotgun’ 
Pattern to the SSE (with 20 kW) to 
better serve the out islands. Their 
transmitter site is at South Beach, 
about 7 mites directly south of down- 
town Nassau. The two tower array 
produces an extremely directional 
pattern with vitually no lobes. In 
fact the 2NS signal in the downtown 
area (at night) can be almost totally 
mulled with any conventional receiver; 
and another signal (presumeably KXEL) 
is audible, but not readable behind 
ZNS. 2NS-2 (1240 kHz) used a longwire 
until the two tower array was errected; 
and is now mulitplexed into ane of the 
towers along with ZNS-1 (1540 kHz) 
transmitter. During a recent visit to 
Nassau and @ cruise past the entire 
Bahamas Isiand chain, I noted that the 
2NS-1 modulation was very poor, dis~ 
torted, and down to peaks of 40% or 
less. After the trip, I] questioned an 
acquaintance who once worked for the 
radio side of the ZNS operation (he’s 
no in television there) and he implied 
that virtually all available funds were 
going into the TV and FM stations, and 
that the Nassau Am operation had been 
allowed to fall into a state of dis- 
repair aS a result, None of this 
information is particularly new, but 
it’s probably status-quo! Hope you

sign-ons and sign-offs AND new stations seems somewhat odd, since the 
main intent of the contest is to log new stations. More often than 
not, Sign-ons and sign-offs are scored with stations that a DXer has 
already logged. Therefore, sign-ons and sign-offs will count only 5 
points, not 10. And, YES, this means 1 sign-on and 1 sign-off 
per station! Again, these do not have to be reported to DDXD-E or 
as This will save Wayne and Bill space with which they may 
print information on more pertinent Dx.

I've been in the NRC for nearly a year and this is my 1st MUSE. I hope it arr- 
ives in time for your special edition featuring those presently of formerly in 
the radio business! (That was a couple of issues back, but it's never to late- 
DWS!). My interest in radio goes back into the mid-60's when I work sneak my 
Zenith transistor portable into bed with me at night and lie awake listening to 
all those neat stations from cities so very far away to an 8 year old! Imagine, 
hearing Chicago, Detroit, even Canada from under the covers on the Jersey Shore! 
The fact that these stations disappeared mysteriously during the day made it even 
more exciting. By 73, I was in high school and had already embarked on a career 
in broadcasting as a news/sports stringer for WOBM-FM, Toms River, NJ- I spent 
the mext 15 years in radio serving as ND of several stations and finally running 
the news department at news/talker WKIS and the FL Radio Network in Orlando. One 
of the biggest moments of my career came in the early 80's when, with some frien- 
ds, I became a partner in our own station, WZIP-1590 in S. Daytona, FL.

And I don't have to mention what might happen to our hobby without 
AM radio. But enough of this depressing stuff! The NRC is alive and well and 

so is DXing. I've probably taken up more than my fair share of space. Happy 
Holidays and 73's!

An attempt to gather disk copies of those source 
files at the reprint centers ‘for subsequent disk or modem distribution would be 
worthwhile. I would gladly pay a bit more to get articles sent to me in a for- 
mat from which I could 'cut & paste' text, station lists, etc., into new articl- 
es rather than tediously typing in such references. Many of my post 86 articles 
are available from me in DOS-ASCII format on floppies. Let me know what you 
need.* Much of my earlier stuff was done on DEC (e.g. VAX/PDP) equipment to whi- 
ch I have no current access. I have those old disks but cannot read or duplic-— 
ate them presently.
